A “ Record” Flight. 


As a result of my note upon the en- 
durance of birds on the wing, I have just 
been informed of a flight which brought 
a Cumberland lapwing to Newfoundland. 
The lapwing is seldom seen in the latter 
spot, Í understand, and a fowler brought 
this one down rather ftom curiosity than 
anything else. On examination it was 
discovered to have been among a number 
marked in the Cumberland area with a 
view to studying emigrant habits. It is 
believed that this bird set out upon a 
not unusual journey to the milder winter 
quarters of Western Ireland, but was 
overtaken by a gale blowing west and 
overshot its mark. Feeling the violence 
of the wind, the bird, instead of 
exhausting itself in fruitless efforts to 
win a way back to land. elected to go 
on, and was rewarded by a successful 
landing on the American Continent. One 
feela rather sorry that the gallantry of 
the bird was finally uscless, and that its 
death by gunshot is hardly compensated 
for by a-scientific analysis of its course. 


Dickens's Son. 


To-morrow ‘brings an 8lst birthday to 
Sir Henry Fielding Dickens, sixth son of 
the famous novelist, and sole survivor of 
a family of truly Victorian size. After a 
brilliant career at Cambridge, Sir Henry 
was called to the Bar at an unusually 
early age, won high distinction in the 
profession his immortal father satirised 
so unmercifully, and is now Common 
Sergeant of the City of London—a 
queerly-named office, which is really a 
judgeship. Not long since Sir Henry had 
a curious experience, proving, as he said, 
what a man can do through sheer absence 
of mind, Leaving the court, preoccupied 
by a case in progress, he made his, way, 
not to his present home in Kensington, 
but to Crown Office Court, where he found 
himself inserting a key in the door of 
chambers. he vacated many years ago. 


to put the interests of Germany before the 
interests of its parts. 

In 1813, after Napojeon’s failure in 
Russia, a temporary unification took 
place, and the War of Liberation began. 
Then, naturally, Goethe the cosmopolitan, 
the man who could not hate the French 
(though he thanked Heaven when 
Germany was rid of them), began to be 
looked at askance by patriots. the was 
sixty-four years of at the time, and 
he had no belief in Germany’s chance of 
success. There had not been much in his 
experience to “ncourage such a belief. 
Napoleon had overcome all opposition. 
‘You may shake your chains,’’ said 
Goethe in the presence of the great 
statesman, Stein; “ the man is too great 
for you! You will not burst them, but 
drive them deeper into your flesh! ”’ 
Moreover, he was not at ali sure that 
unification would be, on the whole, for 
Gievymany’s good. A centralised Empire 
might destroy the variety which the old 
ramshackle Reich, with all its defects, 
ensured. All that he asked for was tho 
vennoval of stupid obstacles to communica- 
tion between the States. 


GOETHE AND MILTON. 


If Goethe had been born a generation 
later—he was born in 1749—he might 
have been a patriot. He might have done 
more, politically, for his contemporaries, 
but he would probably have done less for 
us. He would have been somewhat less a 
world poet. It must be confessed that he 
is a world?poet only in # special sense of 
the term; he is not, and probably never 
will be, a world poet as Shakespeare is. 
1t was his misfortune to have to write in 
German, which has no chance of becoming 
a universal language. To the majority of 
educated people outside Germany Goethe 
is not much more than a great name-——not 
more, perhaps, to English-speaking 

than Milton is to most educated 
Germans. 

I do not know, by the way, whether 
Goethe has ever been compared with 
Milton, but there are obvious likenesses 
between them, along with great differences. 
Both men took themselves verv seriously. 
Milton regarded himself as being ever in 
his great Taskmaster’s eve. So did Goethe, 


Both were aware of the possession of 
extraordinary powers, and both were 
determined to use them worthily. This 
consciousness and conscientiousness did 
not make for domesticity, and neither 
Milton nor Goethe was remarkably happy 
in his home. Goethe was very slow to 
enter upon family life, though, according 
to his latest biographer, he always desired

“The Pigeonhouse. 


There have been several references to 
the Pigeonhouse in these columns during 
the past month or so, and it may be of 
interest to some to learn how this rather 
Em name originated.

fore the building of the Pigeonhouse 
harbour the -port authorities built a 
wooden house at this place to serve as 
a hostel for travellers who were forced 
through stress of weather or other 
circumstances to land there. This was 
placed in charge of a man called Pidgeon, 


} who, with his family, ran it as quite a 


prosperous hotel, and attracted numbers 
of trippers by ferry from Ringsend. The 
building got the name of Pigeon’s House, 
and gaaned more trade when the harbour 
was built there in 1790.. When, however, 
the packet ‘service was transferred to 
Howth, in 1813, the building was pur- 
chased by the Government, and became 
a fort. In the latter years of the last 
century, of course, it was dismantled and 
sold to the Dublin Corporation.

Pirandello as a Novelist 


A correspondent writes:—Your recent 
reference to the famous Italian dramatist, 
Luigi Pirandello, reminds me that his 
early play, ‘‘ Liola,’’ was produced last 
November at the Pliny Orfeo Theatre in 
Riome. It had not previously been heard 
outside of Sicily for the simple reason that 
none but Sicilians, and not all of them, 
could understand the dialect in which it 
was written. Pirandello re-wrote it in 
pure Italian, and, though it was received 
with much applause, critics. are by no 
means agreed as to its merits. Pirandello 
is Now e on his thirty-seventh play, 
“Gli Dei la Montagna’ (The Mountain 
Gods). He says it will be his last, as ho 
wants to set to work on his novel,” Adam 
and Eve,” which, he thinks, wil! take him 
at least five years to finish, and which he 
hopes will prove his magnum opus. 


A Diarist Peer. 


The name of the Right Hon. Arthur 
Ponsonby, member of Parliament for the 
Brightside Division. of Sheffield, in the 
list of new Peers, will be of as much 
interest to literary folk as to politicians. 
During the past ten years he has become 
familiar to readers 
as an expert in 
diaries, and he has 
edited many hitherto 
unknown diaries, 
which have been 
received with enthu- 
siasm by historians 
and general readers 
alike. His volumes 
on the diarists of 
England, with the 
later one on the 
diarists of Scotland 
and Ireland, have 
made many un- 
familiar diarists well 
known. His own graceful style makes 
him an essayist of surpassing charm. 

Born in 1871, the son of Genera] Sir 
Henry Ponsonby, who was for so long a 
Private Secretary to Queen Victoria, the 
new Peer served as a Page to the Queen. 
Later he served for a time in the Diplo- 
matic Service, which he resigned to become 
private secretary to the late Sir Henry 
Campbell-Bannerman, a post which he 
occupied during the famous Liberal 
Government under Sir Henry. On the 
death of Sir Henry Campbell-Bannerman 
he was elected to Parliament for Sir 
Henry’s old seat at Kilmarnock Burghs as 
a Liberal. During the war he left the 
Liberals and joined the Labour Party, 
being a prominent figure in all’ peace 
efforts. In the first Labour Government 
Mr. Ponsonby was an Under-Secretary for 
Foreign Affairs, and it was assumed that 
he would eventually be Secretary of State 
at the Foreign Office. It was something 
of a disappointment for his friends when 
he became Under-Secretary to the 
Ministry of Transport in Mr. Mac- 
donald’s 1929 Ministry. A short time ago 
he transferred to the Dominion Ministiv 
as Under-Secretary. 


A Dock-Side Ramble.

FOR CHILD PATIENTS. 


Vesterdav. for the fifth wear m succession, 
a matinee performance of the pantomime was 
given in the Gaiety Theatre to an audience 
of child patients from the Dublin hospitais . 

Long before two o'clock ‘bus loads of 
children arrived in King street, where police, 

as of the St. John 
Ambulance Brigade carried them into the 
theatre. The i Pratl ambulances and many 
private cars were all lent free of charge. 

Inside the theatre was packed, the back 
rows of the parterre being occupied by the 
stretcher patients, many of whom could not 
sit up. Phroughout the performance nurses 
and ambulance men moved quietly about, re- 
adjusting pillows and propping up the little 
figures in their scarlet bed-jackets. There 
were contingents from all the Dublin 
children’s hospitals and the various other 
hospitals in the erty. 

There were also present a number of 
patients, both young and old, from the Blind 
Asylum: and the Deaf and Dumb Institution. 
In both these cases those in charge had 
visited the pantomime several times in aid- 
vance, and had carefully explained the whole 
performance to their patients before they 
came. In the audience there was a small 
group of ex-Service men in the once familiar 
hospital blue. In the gallery were 660 poor 
children who had been sent in by the Welfare 
Association. 

The theatre was provided free of all 
charge, and the attendants had given many 
hours to packing the gifts of buns, sweets 
nad oranges which had been given by various 
Dublin manufacturers. Even the tickets for 
the performance had been printed for 
nothing. 

’ The “Jack and the Beanstalk" company 
can seldom have had a more appreciative 
audience. The actors and actresses gave of 
their best, and the children responded 
warmly, ever the tinv ovatients on the 
stretchers adding their feeble avota “to the 
annlause.

NEW RELIEF ACT IN 
(PERATION. 


9,700 APPLICANTS ON 
OPENING DAY. 
——— 


The Dublin Poor Relief Act came into 
operation yesterday morning, and between 
ten o'clock in the morning and five o'clock 
in the evening two thousand seven hundred 
able-bodied unemployed men applied for the 
benefits which the measure provides, 

‘* It was only Fast morning that 
notices were posted throughout the city an- 
nouncing that the Act would come into force 
that day, and that it would be administered 
by the Dublin City Commissioners from 
offices situated in the old Court of Con- 
science, Seuth William street, where forms 
of application could be had; yet, as early as 
nine o'clock, a queue of seven or eight hun- 
dred peóple had formed outside the Court to 
obtain application forms. The doors were 
opened at ten o’clock, and a large staff under 
the direction of the supervisors, Messrs. 
Healy and Conway, were in readiness to in- 
terview the applicants. By noon two 
thousand persons had been dealt with, and by 
five o'clock this number had been increased 
by another seven hundred. 

THE APPLICANTS. 

The applicants were mainly able-bodied 
men, but they. included some women re- 
presenting their husbands, who from one 
cause or another were unable to make 
personal application. Among the applicants 
were 400 single men who were unable to 
satisfy the supervisors that they had any 
dependents, and they were accordingly re- 
fused application forms. 

All able-bodied sg grew Ann men with de- 
pendents are entitled to relief under the Act, 
and the method of procedure is as follows: 
The applicants or their representatives must 
apply for iorms, which they fill up and return 
to the office. The supervisors send out 
inquiry agents to verify the statements con- 
tained in these forms, and if they are found 
to be accurate, the applicant is invited to 
call to the office for a relief ticket, which 
is issued to a named trader, all relief under 
the Act being given in kind. 

OTHER MEANS OF RELIEF. 

-"shis Act, which is temporary in character, 
does not interfere with the existing Poor Law, 
which still continues, nor with the temporary 
special relief scheme which was brought into 
force about eighteen months ago for the relief 
of able-bodied unemployed, and will continue 
in force until the new Act has replaced all 
its operations. 

(iood order was maintained by the appli- 
cants while awaiting the interviews with the 
supervisors’ staffs, and many of them returned 
with their forms completed before the office 
closed for the evening. 


FATAL FALL FROM 
SCAFFOLD. 


THE CORONER’S STRIOTURES. 
Strong comments on the methods used in 
the demolition of buildings by contractors 
were made at the inquest in Jervis Street 
Hospital, Dublin, yesterday, relative to the 
death of William Egan, 34 years of age, of 
17 Wall’s jane, off Francis street, Dublin, a 
labourer, who fell from a scaffolding at St. 
Thomas's Church, Marlborough street, Dub- 
lin, on the 16th ult., and succumbed to his 
injuries in the hospital on Thursday last. 

Dr. M. Good, solicitor, represented the 
contractors, and Mr. C. W. Boyle, solici- 
tor, appeared for the next-of-kin. Inspector 
Moriarty represented the police. 

Mrs. Egan, widow, identified the remains. 

John Wynne, Richmond road, stated that 
he was working with Egan on the plank, 
about twenty feet from the ground, “AN 4 tee 
off the roof of St. Thomas’s Church, Marl- 
borough street, when the ceiling joist gave 
way underneath two planks on which they 
were standing. The outside plank turned 
turtle and Egan fell to the ground. 

USUAL METHOD FOLLOWED. 

Replying to Dr. Good, he said that they 
were demolishing the building. The roof 
had first been removed. The deceased man 
was an experienced hand at this particular 
class of work. The usual method was adopted 
in taking down the building. 

The House Surgeon of the hospital stated 


that death was the result of the various in-. 


juries received in the fall. 

Wilham Pitcher, St. Joan’s, Castle avenue, 
Clontarf, foreman of the work and an em- 
ployé of Messrs. J. and P. Good, Ltd., said 
that he was twenty-five years in the building 
trade. He was not present at the time of the 
accident. The top of the wall om which the 
planks rested was perfectly level, and there 
was no need whatsoever for scaffolding. 

In reply to the Coroner,‘ he said that the 
only explanation he could give for the plank 
turning turtle was that itpan might have 
stood on the edge of it. The methods used 
by them in their work were the right ones. 

Coroner—You will put men to work of this 
— under just the same conditions again’ 
TY eg. 

“YOU WILL LEARN NOTHING.” 

Coroner—So ‘that you will learn nothing by 
this accident? | 

Witness—I consider that the method used 
is perfectly safe. 

Coroner (turnihg to the jury)—‘‘ Gentlemen 
of the jury, do you hear this? This man 
says that he will learn nothing by this ac- 
cident, and that other men will continue to 
be put in the same danger. Within the last 
three weeks I have held three inquests on 
men killed while working on buildings.’’ 

Summing up to the jury, the Coroner said 
that he was sorry for the last witness, 
because, unlike him, they all lived to learn, 
and in a case like that they would expect 
that he would have some suggestions to put 
forward to prevent such accidents occurring 
in future, e had mentioned that he had 
held three inquests as a result of building 
accidents in the last three weeks, and in his 
opinion he considered that more care should 
be taken in putting up planks for men to 
stand on. It was a very sad state of affairs. 
It was strange that the foreman could not 
suggest some means of avoiding accidents like 
this in the future. They could not do any- 
thing for this poor man (Egan, the deceased), 
but they might be able to prevent men in like 
circumstances meeting a similar fate. No 
doubt, it was accidental. | 
_ After considering for a short time, the 
jury returned a verdict of accidental death, in 
accordance with the medical testimony, 
adding a rider condemning in the strongest 
manner possible the gross negligence in the 
erection of the planking. and expressing the 
opinion that such methods should not be used 
in the future. Thev also extended sympathy 
to the relatives of the deceased.

They 
claimed that they could give in Armagh as 
ood an educatton as could be had in schools 
in England, at much less cost, and he hoped 
the people in Ireland would not send their 
children out of their own country to be 
educated, but would support their own educa- 
tional establishments. 


THE HEADMASTER’S VIEWS. 

Mr. W. Hutchings, M.A. Headmaster, 
responding, said that when the school opened 
in September Jast the number of pupils had 
risen to seventy, in spite of a more than 
usually large exodus of senior boys.

FIRST OF ITS EIND IN 
IRELAND. 


In the presence of an interested gathering, 
which included Mr. Seamus Murphy (Chair- 
man), and Mr, P. J. Hernon, Commissioners 
of the Dublin County Borough, the new fire 
engine, recently constructed by Messrs. Merry- 
weather and Sons, Ltd., for the Dublin Cor- 
poration, was subjected to its official tests 
under the direction of Captain Connolly, the 
Superintendent of the Fire Brigade, in the 
Brunswick street Fire Station. . 

This is the first engine fitted with re- 
ciprocating pumps that has been introduced 
into Ireland, and unlike the present engines, 
on which turbine pumps Are mounted, it will 
be able to deal with low pressure mains, a 
very essential factor in coping with outbreaks 
of fire in Dublin, inasmuch as the mains 
supplying the North side of the city are of 
the low pressure type. on which a turbine 
pump is not very effective. 

The new type of engine is fitted up in such 
a manner that if nothing but a ‘well or 
stream is in the vicinity of the burning build. 
ing it can be used as effectively as if it was 
working off a hydrant. 


OIL FIRE EXTINGUISHER. 
An entirely new feature introduced in this 
engine is the foam generator, which is 
adapted for the os of oil fires. 

The engine is of b.h.p., and is capable 
of travelling at 50 m.p.h., the wheels being 
fitted with pneumatic tyres. Seating accom- 
modation is provided for a driver, officer, 
and six firemen; there is carrying caps city 
for a large quantity of hose and other gear, 
a first aid apparatus, and a fire suds extin- 
uisher, and an extension ladder, thirty feet 
ong, in two sections.

PROCEEDINGS HELD IN

Charles Dorward (30), the manager of 
the Glen Cinema, Paisley, where the 
recent accident occurred, made an 
upearance before the Honorary Sheriff 
Substitute, Mr. John Abercrombie, 
yesterday, and was charged with culpable 
homicide, An application for bail was 
refused. ' 

Dorward had remained the night in the 
cells at the police station, and was driven 
in a closed lice van to the County 
Buildings, a short distance away. —. 

The doors at the side of the building 
opened, and the van entered without 
any of the crowd outside obtaining a 
glimpse of Dorward. 

Accompanied by police officers, he was 
agam to a room in the building, and 
was seen in private by Mr. Abererombie 
and the .Procurator Fiecal, Mr. J. F. 
Hill. 

The charge was read over to him. . 

The purpose of the visit was to provide 
him, in accordance with Scottish legal 
custom, with an opportunity to make any 
declaration he wished in answer to the 
charge. 

The precise details of the charge are 
at present withheld by the authorities, 
but it is understood that he was charged 
with the culpable homicide of 70 victims 
of the disaster, whose names were read

The proceedings occupied barely 15 
minutes, and the accused man was 
taken in a police van back to the police 
station.

Lhese accredited herds must be tested 
annually, and owners cannot bring any addi- 
tional cattle on to their premises unless first 
tested on the premises where purchased. They 
must then be isolated on the owner's premises 
for a period of sixty days; and pass a ‘test 
at the end of that period before being placed 
with the herd. 

Ou March 31, 1929, there were approxi- 
mately 4,000 fully accredited herds, and. in 
edditicn thereto, nearly 2,000 herds in the 
process of accreditation. 

RESTRICTED AREA PLAN. 

In 1922 the restricted area plan was 
adopted. Under this plan at least two-thirds 
of the cattle-owners in any specified area 
must sign a petition for the application of 
the regulations. The object is to test all 
herds in a defined area as quickly as possible 
with a view to locating infected herds, after 
which these herds receive special attention 
until the infection is siamped'out. Com- 
pensation is paid for reactors under certain 
conditions. 

Cattle for entry into an area, except, those 
for immediate slaughter and transit, must 
pass the tuberculin test before being allowed 
in. 

There are now eight restricted areas in 
Canada, with approximately 700,000 cattle, 
Where more than one general test has been 
conducted the percentage of infection has 
been materially decreased. In one area with 
a 5.8 per cent. initial infection the percentage 
has been reduced to 0.3. In another, with 
an 8 per sent. initial. infection, it has been

The Last Stage. 

The second. Hague -Conferenee held its 
first plenary session yesterday. M. Jaspar, 
the Belgian Premier,’ who 
chairman, contented himself with a mere 
recital of the objects: for which the Con- 
ference has been called, and the delegates 
immediately set to work in private.

Codes of Conduct. 


To appreciate real :values we must 
distinguish between the dictates. of 
fashion and the dictates of truth; for the 
former are but fungoid growths.upon the 
latter. In thé world of metaphysics few 
questions have aroused greater controversy 
than the proper definition of a ‘‘ genile- 
man.’’. This week, at Bristol, Dean Inge 
discoursed upon the subject. His views 
are not material except in so far as he 
alleges that the average bishop would 
prefer to be regarded as ‘‘no Christian.” 
than as “no gentleman.’* Like all half- 
truths, this accusation is specious. The 
Dean ignored the fact that the episcopal 
dislike to be labelled.a “cad” 
consciously or sub-consciously, due to 
a realisation: that a.ead cannot possibly 
be . a» Christian. Naturally, | human 
beings, with. their’ human. limitations, 
perceive realities: more easily in parables. 
The - Founder . of . Christianity © Himself 
admitted’ this weakness of mankind, 
and did not: hesitate to explain His 
message to people, perhaps less: mentally 
gifted than Dean Inge.: in. terms that 
they could: understand. = It fortu- 
nate that those who strive to: conduct 
their lives “according “to a code of 
‘good form.” “are  1nartichlate. Such 
lack of. eloquence proves, a truth ; for the 
infinite is not to be described in finite 
words. All great” things are’ liable to 
abuse, and the code. of the .‘‘ gentleman.’”’ 
often has. been: marred temporarily by ‘the 
vagaries. of “fashion. Two: hundred yeats 
ago no man of '“' breeding,” could. have 
raised his head in society if he had refused 
to fight a duel upon a pretext that to-day 
we. should despise. In the days of 
chivalry—also: .the - days which 
Christianity enjoyed a golden age—wbedange 
customs were abroad. A knight would 
sacrifice the future of his family, his 
moral obligations to his vassals and— 
herein lies the salvation of his creed— 
himself to embark upon a crusade. A more 
enlightened generation is aware that these 
sanguinary ventures accorded ill with the 
words that were said to Peter when he

drew his sword in defence of the living 


Christ. Yet none of these efforts was in 
vain. ‘* Noblesse oblige’’ is, has been, 
and always will be, the mark of the true 
gentleman, even if his intellectual powers 
fall below the standards required by Dean 
Inge. In pagan times old Hellas 
demanded that a gentleman should be 
“ beautiful and good.” Earlier stil] the 
writer of the fifteenth Psalm conceived the 
same ideal. Now we try in our better 
moments to achieve “good. form.” Our 
failures are many, but seldom are they due 
to stupidity. Every century, as the world 
develops, adds its alloy to the pure metal, 
and every cenfury a Dean Inge arises in 
rebuke. Yot. the doctrine of “ noblesse 
oblige ”’ for, although .a 
momentary excrescence may mar its face, 
its feet are not of clay.

(2) A declaration that, upon ihe true mean- 
ing and construction of the several mstru- 
ments declaring and regulating the trusts 
upon which the plaintiffs hold and administer 
the property vested in or transferred to the 
EN” cg their predecessors as Governors 
of the schools founded by Erasmus Smith,

and other animals and birds, and imitated 
some of the boat songs sung by the natives.
